dates, and the reft which they fo liberally give Again, 
We own gothing is more unfair tian to charge the 
Faults and Errors of every particular Man, fuppofing 
‘ein both real and very great, on a whole Community, 
but *cis highly wicked to Reproach good Men, and 
their caufe with thole Misfortunes which have been 
brought upon ’em for their Firmnefs to the Truch by 
the Violence and Injuftice of thole very perfons who 
Reproach them.

cenfuresy.or- concluding one man a greater Sinner 
than an , becaule he meets with a larger 
misfo y and 41s therefore ‘far cnough from an 
Argament for the Truth, or Rightcoufneis of any 
cauie,to infift moft on fuch Popular and -Equivocal 
Arguments : This in general. In particular, we mult 
again confefs we are not fo well acquainted with the 
Hiftory of our-angry Brethren, anc Felow-/flaaders, 
as to know the Characters ot all the particular perions 
that have made any Figure in their Nation, and 
therefore muft argue at prefent for the moft part, 
from thofe hints which this writer himfelf gives us.
